If it had no other fruit, yet this is great &7 plentiful, that in reading 
it, ve ſhould kepe our eyes ſro reuch godleſſe & childiſh vanity, that hath now 
blotted ſo many papers, We ſee it all, and pe mourne for greefe, ſo many 45 in 
ſpirit & truth doe loue the Lord : what mulitude of Bookes ful of all ſinne 
and abominations have novy filled the vy-11d! Nothing ſo childiſh nothing ſo 
wvaine, nothing ſo wanton, nothing ſo idle, which is not both bouldly printed 
and plauſibly raken, ſo that here we b awe ſulfilled the vickedneſſe of our 
forefathers, and overtaken them in thei _ They hadtheiy ſpiritual en- 
chantmentes,in which they were betpitched:Benis of Hampton, G uy of War- 
wicke, Arthur of the roundeTa' le, Huon of Burdaux, Olier of the Caſtel, 
the four ſons of Aymon, &f 4 great many other of ſuch childiſh folie, And yet 
more vanity then theſe, the witleſſe deniſes of G argantua, Hoypleglaſſe, Eſepe 
Robin hood, Adam Bell, Fryer Ruſh, the fooles of Gotham , and a thouſande 
ſuch other, And yet of all the reſidue, the moſt drunken imaginations , with 
which they ſo defiled then Feſttuall and highe Holidayes, their Legendarie, 
their Saintes lines, their Tales of Robin Goodfelloyye, and many other ſprytes, 
which Satan had made,hell had printed, were warranted wnte ſale, unde

may recken. Tea, ſome haue bine ſo impudent, as n#vp borne Moabites,vyhich 
walowy in their own vomit, Erhaue not bin aſhained 19 intitle their books the 
cqurt of Venus, the Cafile of Lone, C many juch #11141 as ſhameles as =

ſtian. A wvery fetpe have taſted of the beginnings of ' X goſpell of Chiſt, and 
yet Saint Paule biddeth that the Worde dypell plentsfully in cache one of ow 
heartes, The _—_ blameth the ignorance of the people, Who bane leamed 

yet n9 further then repentance from dead workes, and the firſle inftrut;on 

the fayth towards God, Eut © Lord, hottie many thonſandes of ws, of fay 
and of true repentaurcce can [ay nothing ? The Prophet ſpeaketh of the king- 
dome of Chr: þ that in theſe dayes the eatth ſhowld be full of the knovp!edge 
of the Lorde, as the tyaters that doe cones the Sea : where is noope that bleſs 
+ ſpirit of underſtanding to be povpred pen 45 ? And Where is this niche 
of the knoovledge of God ? Are not rather the multitude 6f our Brethren clags 
thed with darkeneſſe, ſo that they yroape in their Wpayes as at midnight, and 
knowe nothing of the way of life? We pray daily eccordins as vye are taught, 
Ler thy kingdome come: I/We ſpedke not like the Parrets, in Werdes 
without wnderſtandjng,then this is our meaning : Let thy ſpirite beare rule 
in our hearts, and the knovpledge of thy tyorde, lighten the eyes of our minde, 
And what doe wwe then elſe, but daily with the Lorde, if voee praye 6a jor 
knowledge, and yet "a ſtill in iypnorance. Then this is (lowing Brethren) 4 
Lood excuſe ſor ou bolaneſſe,if in ſo great neceſritie according to our Talentes, 
we [eeke to be profitable vnto many, If any thinke that there are already ſuf- 
ficiently ſet foorth many Catechiſmes, | doe eaſily yraum it, but they are not 
ſufficient learned, neyther yet can be. For it yy.45 neceſ[avie in the beſt, and 
moſt godly of theſe labours,vphyles the Chriſtian fayth »s plainly taught, to 
the edifying of the ſimple and congincing of the adverſary, that the faythful 
7 eacher ſhould vſe moe ypordes,then can be cared m minde of the ignorant 
man. And therefore I thought it yood, as brieffely as 1 could, to comprehende 
the efſett of all, that the beginnings being made plaine, awd eafily printed m 
memorie, ye might enter into reaſoninge,and diſputation With our ſelues,in- 
ftrutting one another, and helping owe another, that vye might hane the mort 
fruit in the longer labors of others, but moſt of all that ye might bee encours+ 
yed to the moſt holy and lively yyord of God, 10 drinke with continualt deſire 
of the fruit full ſpring, even vntil the waters of life doe flotye ” in 687 hearts 
into exerlaſting gladneſſe, and the day ſtarre doe aſe in our heavtes, whicl 
may lighten eur mindes in the knoypledge of the God of glery. There is no+ 
thing remayning more, Why this labour ſhould bee miſliked, except any man 
world thinke, that exery Congregation had a ſufficient paſtour to inſirutte 
thoſe that ypere ignorant, ſo that they ſhould not neede any firange Teacher :

But ype haue the light that hath made at 
mges manifeſt, and the Sunne bath ſhyned, that bath diſcloſed iniquitie, 
fa that there hat!) not bin among vs any popiſhe prieſte ſo drunke, nor anie 
Ale houſe Chaplen, at ſuch @ perpetual truce with his drinking Pottes, that 
hath pofibly purchaſed ſo much diſcredite to his belly god, and kitchin faith, 
60u7 dumme Dog ges and guydes, dos daily muliiplie againſt the God of 
Iſrael, and the fayth of his annointed our onely God and Sauiour, Ut grie- 
weth mee to remember, and lotheth me much more to rehearſe the eflate of the 
miniſtration into which yoe are fallen, We haue good time novp to complaine 
with the Prophet, like people, like Prieſie : Enen the ſame coneringes of Iſrael 
that ſpadoywed thew their glory, they hane ſpread themſelnes ayaine as the

nefle of wiues lackinge their huſ bands, children 
their Fathers, and cucry friend his friende. And for 
aſmuch as thoſe things are come vppon thetn for 
thy names ſ{ake,let irbe thy good pleaſure to helpe 
them,conlidering that they are forlaken of al their 
friends round about : and therfore pray thee that 
thou wouldett not looke yppon our linnes nor the 
ſinnes of our forefathers, whereby we deſcrue not 
onely this correction, bur vtter deſtruction, as So- 
dome and Gomorra: but rather to looke ypon thy 
mercies which were before them : whereby thou 
haſt ſaide, that alrhough we doe oftende, and thou 
docſt corre&t ys, yet thou wilt not take awaye thy 
mercies from vs, but leaue a remnant which thou 
wilt multiplic, and make as the ſtarres of the hea- 
uen, and as the ſ{andes ofthe Sea. Looke allo (0 
Lorde) vpon the outrageouſneſle and crueltie, yn- 
fairhfulnefle, & blaſphemic of the enimies, wher- 
withall they blaſpheme thee, prouoke thee to thy 
face, and therefore in thine owne cauſt, and for 
thine owne lake, ;take the matrer into thine owne 
hands, and pay into the boſomes of thine enimies 
double and treble of that they hauc giuento thee. 
Notwithftiding, thoſc amongſt them that belong 
to thine holy cle&ion, haſten their callinge, _ 
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afterwards thy iudgement may haſten "—_ the 
earthe, and the inhabitants thereof may learne to 
know thee by thy iudgmentes, that would not vn- 
deritand and come to thee, by the louing callinge 
of thy Goſpell. Wee pray thee ( O Lorde”) for our 
brethren: that are vp in armes in both thoſe coun- 
treis: that thou wouldeſt goe before chem ,8 come 
behind them, and on euery fide of them : couer 
their heades in the day of battel, teach their hands 
to fight, & their fingers to warre: giue them wilſe- 
dome and valiantnefle,& good ſucceſle in all their 
enterpriſes: ſtrike a dizinefle and maaze of - wav 
into the enimics hartes, and take away from them 
all force, and diſappoint all their counlels. And 
vpon our brethren in Flaunders, we be{ecche thce 
that thou wouldeſt comfort them oucr all the 
troubles that they haue recciued, & breaches thar 
hauc bin made in vp6 them : and where there are 
newe forces cuery day gathered , newe {lci1ghts in- 
ucnted to deſtroy them,it may pleaſe thee, ro {cat- 
rer their forces, and bringe their ſleightes ro no- 
thing. Yea graunt alſo (O Lorde) thar that which 
they hauedeuiſed againſtthy children, may come 


v»on their owne heades. And for our Brethren in- 
France we beſecche thee (O Lorde) what {treights 


ſo cuer they bee in, thou wouldeſt deliuer. them : 
and although they be forſaken in the 1udgement 
of all the world, and in their owne iudgementes, 
notwithſtanding thou that haſte the iffues of death 
in thine own hands, dcliuer thoſe that are appoini- 
ted to death . And finally we moſt humbly thanke 
thee, for that it hath pleaſed thee ro Keepe vs this 

day,
